clips  of  video  that  will  be  released.  Obviously  you  only  released  portions  of  the  Chavez  incident  yesterday,  and 
the  segments  of  the  incident  that  were  skimmed  over  have  drawn  some  criticism. 

Really,  we  just  want  to  get  a  deeper  understanding  of  how  this  whole  process  is  going  to  work  going  forward.  I 
can  do  this  by  phone  or  face-to-face,  whatever  is  easier  for  you  guys  and  whoever  you  connect  me  with.
